Conducted an every-family enlistment. 


Initiated the Call to Bible Study, Reading 
and Prayer in connection with the Family 
Night program and Family Covenant Service. 


Provided definite help for serious Bible 
study, reading and prayer in the home. 


Instituted a study of the Letters to the 
Asian churches as interpreted in "To the 
Churches With Love" by A. Stanley MacNair, 


Conducted leadership workshops for all 
church group leaders, utilizing the text 


"Dynamic Christian Fellowship" by LeRoy 
Judson Day and the filmstrip "Let's Face 
It" by Richard Myers. Used "Spiritual 


Life in the New Testament" as the basis of 
Workers' Conference programs. 


Leaders of groups have planned with their 
groups for a study of "Dynamic Christian 
Fellowship;' a showing of the filmstrip, and 
will soon be using the appraisal forms in 
securing a profile of the effectiveness of 
each group. 


The Baptist Jubilee Advance Committee is 
even now dealing with Emphasis 3 "Involving 
Every Member in the Fellowship." This is an 
endeavor to relate every member in the con- 
stituency toa face-to-face group in the 
life of the church. The Committee is dis- 
covering the potential of each group, will 
assign names of prospective members to 
groups and provide new grouping so that more 
potential will be available for involving 
marginal persons,

Mr. Turner has served as vice-president and 
president of the Northern California BYF, as 
a delegate to the BYF National Council, and a 
member of the BYF Executive Board. He was 
BYF Area Vice-President, represented Cali- 
fornia in a work project at Cristo, Cuba, at- 
tended the Fourth Baptist Youth World Con- 
ference in Rio de Janeiro, participated in a 
tour of home mission work in Latin America, 
and represented the National BYF as a dele- 
gate to the Rio Conference. 


Mrs. Turner (Marjorie) is the daughter of 
Rev. and Mrs. A. A. Vinz of Helena, Montana. 
She graduated from Sioux Falls College, has 
an RN degree from Mounds-Midway School of 
Nursing and an MA degree in Christian Educa- 
tion from Berkeley Baptist Divinity School.

"MISSION TO MINISTERS" 


The Division of Christian Education is join- 
ing with the Division of Evangelism in 
sponsoring a "Mission to Ministers" across 
the denomination in early 1961. Forty Mis- 
sions will be held, covering every state 
convention and the city society area, 
Through small group discussions in face-to- 
face encounter, pastors will consider the 
role of the minister in the church today. 


The “Mission to Ministers" will generally 
occupy two full days of time beginning on 
Monday noon and ending on Wednesday noon or 
else beginning on Thursday noon and ending 
Saturday noon. Leadership for the Missions 
will include national staff personnel, sem- 
inary professors and prominent pastors. 
Directors of Christian education will be 
invited to attend, along with the pastors of 
the churches. 


While the purpose of the "Mission to Minis- 
ters" is primarily in the realm of theolog- 
ical understanding - to see the role of the 
pastor in the light of New Testament theolo- 
gy - there will be an interpretation of the 
Church-in-World Conferences to be conducted 
as a major element of the Baptist Jubilee 
Advance - Third Year, and also of the Spirit- 
ual Renewal Seminars which represent Empha- 
sis 6 in the Baptist Jubilee Advance - 
Second Year. 


A majority of the Missions have been 
scheduled during the month of February. 
A few will be held in January or March of 
1961.

Each of the six sessions in the Teaching 
Manual is well developed with a suggested 
session development, purpose, Bible material 
to use, preparation for the session, , dis- 
cussion, music, activities, planning and 
worship.

RETREAT 


Plans should be in the making for youth par- 
ticipation in the School of Evangelism, Feb- 
ruary - March.

3. To consider future emphases of the BYF. 


THIS YOUTH CAN DO suggests that the Chris- 
tian Fellowship Chairman assume responsibil- 
ity of carrying out plans for the retreat.

Although this is a year-round concern, Life 
Service Sunday is a natural time to present 
the challenge, of Christ to a full-time 
church vocation. According to Dr. Lynn Lea- 
venworth of the Department of Theological 
Education, we are in need of a ministry of 
Christian integrity; a relevant ministry 
grounded deeply inthe Gospel and in culture. 
We need students who will be disposed to an 
unhurried and thorough education. A liberal 
arts and theological education is a neces- 
sary foundation if the ministry is to wit- 
ness effectively in the midst of dynamic 
cultural change. 


This, then,necessitates an emphasis on coun- 
seling prospective church vocation students. 
Pastors, Directors of Christian Education, 
teachers, counselors and other workers with 
youth will find Life Service Sunday and its 
resources a good tool to encourage such 
conversations. 


In previous years, Life Service Sunday has 
been observed the first Sunday of Youth Week. 
Because of the distinctive purposes of Life 
Service Sunday and of Youth Week, because

You will remember 
that December is the month for 
Bible study. This year we have correlated 
this emphasis with the first one in the Bap- 
tist Jubilee Advance--Second Year, "A Call 
to Bible Study, Reading, and Prayer in Home 
and Church." You are referred to the Basic 
Interpretation for this program, on page 4, 
paragraph 6. This calls attention to the 
Bible Book of the Month program, a leaflet 
for which has been prepared and distributed 
during the fall months. The leaflet may be 
secured at the American Baptist Publication 
Society bookstores at 25¢ per copy. 


DECEMBER. 


Special attention is now called to two addi- 
tional leaflets which include alternative 
readings related to the nature of the church 
which will be available for distribution at 
the Covenant Renewal Service on December 11, 
1960, and February 19, 1961.

We 
ought also to kmow the many wonderful, up-to- 
date materials which help us to keep abreast 
of the church's march and progress, 


The National Missions Conference at Green 
Lake, Wis., from August 5 to 12, 1961, pro- 
vides our finest opportunity for leadership 
training and for inspiration and fellowship 
with our Baptist missionaries. This con- 
ference will feature interpretive addresses, 
expositions of the themes, and nearly twenty 
groups on the use of these materials with 
the various age groups.

During the past few months, it has been my 
privilege to see several Association Chair- 
men of Leadership Education in action. Some 
were experienced, others were just beginning 
their terms of service. For the most part 
they were to be commended. Some had made 
thorough preparation for the tasks they were 
performing. The enthusiasm of some of the 
newcomers was contagious and made you feel 
as if a new day had come to the association. 
May I take this opportunity, as National 
Director of Leadership Education, to thank 
you for your devotion, the preparation you 
make for each task you perform, and for the 
enthusiasm you engender in the local church 
chairmen and others in your association. 


It would be a pleasure to be able to talk 
with you about leadership education in the 
churches of your association. What has 
happened and will happen in two or three of 
the largest churches in your association, 
middle sized churches, and ina couple of 
the smallest churches -- because BJA-Second 
Year has come to these churches? Have many 
of the Sunday church school teachers begun 
to teach pupils (rather than lessons); to 
realize that the persons they seek to guide 
have tremendous possibilities for the King- 
dom of God, if teachers and pupils will to- 
gether respond to God's call as He speaks to 
them through the Bible and the Holy Spirit. 


In the agenda for December and March meet- 
ings of the local church Committee on Leader 
ship Education (see Leadership Education 
guidebook), note that most churches have 
completed their Leadership Workshops in 
which they have used "Dynamic Christian 
Fellowship" by Day--and Sunday church school 
classes, committees, groups of the BYF, 
Womens' circles, the men's fellowship, choir 
and other groups are now making a study and 
appraisal of their groups. As each group 
faces up to its effectiveness or ineffec- 
tiveness it can be a soul-searching exper- 
ience. Real value will come if each group 
will look to the future, determined to pro- 
ject plans worthy of a group of Christian 
followers. Possibly the most important 
thing you can do is to write each local 
church chairman, asking him and his com-

Goal III. This is a natural follow-up. All 
who have studied "Dynamic Christian Fellow- 
ship," saw the filmstrip "Let's Face It," 
will see the need and be motivated to do 
something about Goal III, discovering the 
capacity to assimilate new members, and to 
begin new groups in the church. This is how 
@ church grows. This is a way to reach and 
hold persons, This is evangelism.

3. The State or City Area Training Confer- 
ence for you and your Association Committee 
will be held in your area in February or 
March. Your area Director will notify you 
of the exact date. Will you make every 
effort to get 100% attendance of your asso- 
ciation committee. At this time the 1961 
guidebooks for Association Committees of 
Christian Education will be made available. 
At this conference also you will get an 
advance preview of the 1961-62 "This We Can 
Do" guidebooks. 


4, Keep your Association committee at full 
strength. If you should have vacancies will. 
you confer with the association moderator on 
having the necessary appointments made.

THE EFFECTIVENESS OF AN AUDIO-VISUAL DEPENDS UPON ITS GOOD USE* 


How to Present a Prorram 
In Which An Audio-Visual Is Used 


For effective use and proper impact, an 
audio-visual should be only one part of a 
meeting which includes: 


1. <A proper presentation of the subject 
to the meeting. People should have 
an intelligent understanding of what 
the meeting is all about. 


2. A carefully worded introduction to 
the audio-visual should be made to 
help people to lmow what to expect 
and what to look for in preparation 
for their participation in what fol- 
lows. 


3. The showing of the audio-visual. 


4, Audience participation in terms of 
discussion, worship, silence, conver- 
sation, giving or dedication. 


5. Summary and/or closing remarks which 
will lead the audience to new in- 
sights, new study, new action, or new 
commitments. 


Both the introductory and closing remarks 
must be carefully planned to insure a pol- 
ished and effective presentation, The leader 
should write definite facts, such as names, 
dates, figures on a chalkboard or chart pad 
as he proceeds. 


The opening remarks might well take ten min- 
utes, and the closing remarks about five 
minutes. The discussion period should take 
as much time as can profitably be -used. 


The use of an audio-visual is to give infor- 
mation, present a viewpoint, create a mood, 
share an insight, humanize an idea, or to 
give plans and program. Do not try to "make 
over" the audio-visual; always use it for 
what it says or does in relation to the sub- 
ject you are presenting. ~ 


Mechanics of Showing a Filmstrip 


The presentation of an audio-visual will be 
effective only if the projection is free 
from mechanical errors, Therefore, prepare 
everything carefully; always preview in ad- 
vance of showing. 


During the showing, be alert to advance the 
picture at each signal or as script indi- 
cates. Otherwise the pictures will get out 
of synchronization with the voice, and con- 
fusion will result. 


Check the following details before the group 
arrives so that you can begin at the planned 
time without confusion, inconvenience, or 
delay. 


1. Set up screen and projector. 


2e Check electrical outlets 
darkening facilities. 


and room- 


3e Place filmstrip in projector and ad- 
vance to first frame. Adjust posi- 
tion of projector so picture fills 
the screen, and check lens' focus so 
picture is clear. 


4, Try the record player's volume and 
tone to be sure that words will be 
distinctly audible in all parts of 
the roome 


5. When you show the filmstrip, turn on 
amplifier during the speaker's open- 
ing remarks so it can warm up. 


6. Make sure that seats and screen are 
arranged so that every member of the 
group can see the picture clearly. 


The last row should be no further 
back than six times the width of the 
screen. The front rows should not be 
as wide as the back rows, 


7. Be sure the room will be properly 
ventilated during the showing.

INTERESTING THINGS HAPPEN IN AMERICAN BAPTIST CAMPS! 


that have come from counselors 


From reports 
and directors of camps across the country we 


have culled the following items of particu- 


lar interest. 


"Bear Makes Final Trip to Baptist Camp Din- 
ing Area!" read the local newspaper head- 
line. Three bears, a moose cow and her baby, 
a large male moose with huge antlers, a 
faun, a deer, and several porcupine were 
visitors at our camp this summer. 


The large bear became quite a nuisance, put- 
ting in an appearance at the most unexpected 
times and places. Each night he visited the 
garbage can and was not deterred when large 
portions of red pepper were scattered in the 
can. One night he was on my cabin doorstep. 


Finally one of the pastors who was at camp 
disposed of the bear with his 40.06 rifle, 
and onthe final day of camp the junior 
youngsters were treated to bear steaks. 


I shall never forget the incident that hap- 
pened one night at the close of our cabin 
devotions. I chose a certain boy from one 
of our local Baptist churches to say our 
closing prayer. He spoke up and said very 
Sincerely, "I don't know how to pray. I 
have never prayed before. I don't know what 
to pray for." The next night at vespers 
when the invitation was given for those who 
did not lmow Christ as their Savior, this 
boy was one of the campers who accepted. I 
was filled with joy and sorrow -- joy because 
this young man was making a decision for 
Christ, sorrow because I had taken for 
granted that he was already a Christian. 


In spite of the fact that one of our campers 
had lost both her parents in a tragic auto- 
mobile accident just two weeks before Senior 
High Camp, she displayed a quiet, radiant 
faith. Toward the end of camp, she shared 
her deep conviction with fellow campers when 
she said, "I know that ‘all things work to- 
gether for good to them that love God.'" 
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Our senior high campers really went in for 
camping this summer. They made their home 
in the woods and loved it. One group from 
the second day on ate every meal but two out 
in their home in the woods, and they slept 
out every night. This close relationship of 
campers and counselors living together was 
the most exciting thing about our camp. When 
it was all over even the counselors felt so 
deeply about the experience that two of them 
could hardly speak about it. Certainly all 
sensed as never before that Christianity is 
a “way of life" and is to be lived twenty- 
four hours a day, not just something to be 
confined to Sunday and to church,

These two statements by senior high youth 
indicate something of the value of the spir- 
itual help of the assembly to these young 
people: "I will begin to think positively 
for the first time in my life." "I believe 
I have heard God speak to me definitely for 
the first time in my life." 


A junior camper expressed a feeling that we 
thought very interesting: "I am beginning 
to get a bit homesick, but after being home 
for an hour or two I think I will probably 
get camp-sick." 


One night at Family Camp three junior high 
girls decided to sleep out under the trees. 
In the early morning a fair-sized brown 
bear, quite out of his natural habitat, 
strolled by the sleeping girls. An early- 
rising father just happened by, recorded the 
visit on movie film, Mr. Bruin wandered off, 
and all ended happily and well. 


We held two special camps. A group of sen- 
ior highs went to the San Juan Islands to 
camp out and consider with their leaders the 
opportunities of lives dedicated to church- 
related vocations. We also took a group of 
senior highs on our first trailer camp, not 
only camping but also visiting the campus at 
Linfield and seeing some of thé Baptist work 
in Portland.

The following excerpts from the 
Leadership Training for Use 
Training Camp Sessions" give 
the caliber of the program. 


I. Objective 

The objective of church camping is the 
same as that of Christian education, which 
is to help persons to be aware of God's 


self-disclosure and seeking love in Jesus 
Christ and to respond in faith and love--to 
the end that they may know who they are and 
what their human situation means, grow as 
sons of God rooted in the Christian commun- 
ity, live in the Spirit of God in every re- 
lationship, fulfill their common disciple- 
ship in the world, and abide in the Chris- 
tian hope. 

II. ose 

The purpose in these training sessions 
is to involve persons in Christian community 
which will challenge thinking and improve 
plamning in view of valid trends in Chris- 
tian education. The sessions are to provide 
training for those who will be training 
others in state council and denominational 
training camps. The primary concern is for 
persons. Through experience of living in 
small groups in the out-of-doors in a natu- 
ral camp situation, the individual members 
of a group may come toa greater awareness 
and deeper understanding of those factors 


which make for Christian discipleship, may 
respond to God's love as expressed through 
human and divine relationships, and may be- 
come aware of their relationship to God's 
world to the end that they may grow men- 
tally, physically, and spiritually, and take 
their places in the redemptive fellowship 
wherever they may be. 


III. Design for Training 


The design for training is to point up 
these methods, procedures, and practices 
found valuable through innumerable experi- 
mentel situations for use by church leaders 
who wish to improve their present camping 
program and operation. 


IV. Areas in Which to Work 


A. Camping...all the elements of a camp 
experience, including actual camping, lead- 
ership, maintenance and operation. 


B. The out-of-doors...the interrelated- 
ness of all things living in God's creation 
and the implications which this has for hu- 
man life and living as revealed in Jesus' 
life and teaching. 


C. The Scriptures ...use of the Bible, 
worship, and personal devotions in order to 
make out Christian heritage relevant to 
everyday situations and problems. 


D, Group relationships...how groups are 
formed and function--the "climate" in which 
learning may best take place (determined by 
observation of inter-personal and inter- 
group reactions). 


E. Christian living...interpretation of 
all experiences in terms of Christian liv- 
ing. 


V. Methods to Be Used 


A. Small group, decentralized living in 
a camp setting. 

B. Discussions in small groups in the 
living areas and in total group meetings of 
pertinent issues on camping in the program 
of Christian education. 

C. Involvement of small groups in pre- 
sentations. 


D. Evaluation: post-meeting reactions, 
daily group living evaluation, etc.
